LADY CRICKET favourably responds. 

DUET. While the worries of the day are asleep, the dark mystery of the night 
breathes gently of love and romance. 

SCENE TWO: 

The dance of the Rosy and Golden Dreams. 


SCENE THREE: 

The statue of BACCHANTE becomes animated and sings in praise of all the 
joys and pleasure of life. At one o'clock all the portraits become animated. 

YOUNG LADY WITH THE ROSE asks Bacchante whore she came from. 

In response BACCHANTE sings of her sunny homeland. 

YOUNG LADY bewails that all her days were spent in sorrowful waiting for 
her lost love. 

OFFICER comes to life and assures the Young Lady that he never forsook 
her. He died on the field of battle with her name on his lips. And now her tender 
love call has brought him back to life. 

DUET. Song of lovers reunion. 

OLD LADY comes out of her portrait, sits down on a stool and starts to play 
a waltz on the piano. 

YOUNG LADY is startled by the familiar waltz music. It reminds her of the 
last dance with her fiance. OFFICER invites her to dance. While they dance MR. 
CRICKET, LADY CRICKET and BACCHANTE begin to sing. 

TRIO. Song of the memories of long ago. 

QUINTETTE. In the Land of Oblivion only a song still reminds them of the 
happy days gone by. 

MUSICAL FINALE. Four in the morning. All the portraits go back to their 
own places. Sunrise. Enters the MAID with a dusting cloth and reluctantly starts 
to dust the portraits. 


THE END. 


NOTE. Opera Nocturne is the last work of Lysenko, and appears to be the best 
among the many hundreds of his musical compositions. It was performed with great 
success in all Ukrainian theatres in Europe.

In this article we will discuss the great Ukrainian social thinker, musical 
ethnographer and researcher, musician (conductor and pianist), pedagogue 
and composer — “The Father” of modern Ukrainian music, M. Lysenko. 

M. Lysenko was born in the village of Hrynky, Poltavschyna, into a family 
of great wealth and prestige. The environment of our young musician was con- 
dusive to forming the mental and spiritual values that were to be so singularly 
evident in his later life. 

From early childhood our young genuis was continually exposed to Uk¬ 
rainian folk songs as sung by the village maidens — servants in his father’s 
household. His mother was first to reveal the beauties of the piano to the young 
lad and when she could teach him no more, he continued his studies with more 
advanced teachers. These childhood influences were so marked that while still 
at the University of Kiev, he was seriously collecting folk songs and arranging 
them. By the end of his university days he had completed a collection of five 
groups of folk songs. 

After completing University, Lysenko spent two years in the civil service, 
then two years in Leipsic, Germany, studying music. 

In 1870 Lysenko returned to Kiev and, like a Greek teacher of old, gathered 
about him local university students. He organized a mixed choir that existed 
as an organic and vital body in the city for 16 years. It was during that time 
that Lysenko arranged a number of folk songs — in groups of ten •— which 
are now famous. 

In considering the many sided activities of Lysenko in the musical field, 
we must bear in mind the two most important aspects of his work; his ethno¬ 
graphical pursuits and his original compositions: operas, solos for the voice, 
and choral and instrumental works. 

ROLE OF MUSIC 

Even in this short essay, we cannot stress too strongly Lysenko’s views on 
the part that pure Ukrainian Music must play in our cultural and national 
existence. He propagated these convictions everywhere. 

In a letter to his parents, 28th of March, 1868, he states: “The Kiev 
Academy of Music (which was Russian) is disappointing. Here one finds 
Italianisms, Germanisms, but music based on principles of our national folk 
songs is carefully ignored. . . Our musical education must be based on principles 
of our folk music or else it will be invalid to the realities of our life here”. 

This was Lysenko’s basic view of the musical activities of every Ukrainian 
musician. He adhered to this throughout his whole life. All his works bore the 
stamp of national folk-lore. He collected large quantities of ethnographical 
material, arranged it for choir, solos, and other musical forms. He conducted

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research work in melodical and rythmical fundamentals of folk music and found 
new forms of harmonizations. 

But in the yet uncharted horizons of Ukrainian folk music Lysenko was 
the only pioneer, propagating his thoughts among other musicians such as F. 
Kolessa, K. Kvitka, S. Drimchenko. 

Lysenko as stated by F. Kolessa, undertook a difficult problem: to give 
Ukrainian National music a harmonical setting that would coincide both with its 
structure and character. He wanted to bring Ukrainian National song into the 
world arena. Said Lysenko, “in its native costume” — To place the nation’s 
pearl in a golden setting. 

Although he worked alone at this thankless task, he carried the banner of 
his ideals proudly. He left these ideals in his works, from the arrangements of 
simple folk tunes to the monumental historical opera Taras Bulba. 

His methods of choral and instrumental harmonization and orchestration 
later received high tribute from Z. Nejedly — Dr. of Musicology, University 
of Prague. 

With the passing of years Lysenko saw the fruition of his work. His original 
approach resulted in the founding of a new school. To follow in his footsteps 
later were A. Koshetz, K. Stetzenko, M. Leontovich and others. He harmonized 
and arranged more than five hundred Ukrainian songs; the music to Shev¬ 
chenko’s Kobzar; about 100 piano compositions; and the Cantatas “Byut Poro- 
hy” and “Raduysia Nywo”. . . 

For the stage he wrote the operas “Taras Bulba”, “Utoplena” and “Natal¬ 
ka Poltavska”. Later in life were to come the opera “Nocturne” and the operetta 
“Aoneid”. He left three unfinished operas “Sappho”, “The Last Night”, “Magi¬ 
cal Dream”. Another important facet of the creative work were the children’s 
operas “Koza Dereza”, “Winter and Summer” and “Mister Kotski”. 

Lysenko was the first Ukrainian musician to analyze Ukrainian National 
Song. He became the founder of Modern Ukrainian Music just as Smetana to 
the Czechs and Grieg to the Norwegians. 

He remains to this day the indisputed interpreter of the works of Taras 
Shevchenko
